Three German war ships, supposed to 
be the Pantlier, Vlneta. and Falko 
began shelling tlie fort of San Carlos 
at 10:30 o'clock Tuesday morning. Tho 
fort returned the lire.

this afternoon.

within three miles of tho fort at noon. 
Tho roar of the guns was terrific. Tho 
Panther appeared to ho not more 
tiiun r.OI) yards from thu fort. 
Her 


guns were being llred every few minu- 
tes. 


Tiie fort could not bo seen for 
tno 


clouds of smoke, but it was plain that 
tho Venezuelan gunners were answer- 
ing tho Gorman lire splendidly and 
with great rapidity. 


At one o'clock In tho afternoon an 


explosion occurred apparently in 
tho 


fort and a cloud of smoke 
covered 


part of tho ramparts. 


A number of Indian fishermen were 


intercepted lleelng from the direction 
of the fort In their dugout canoes. 
They reported that thu smoke was 
from the burning village of San Carlos 
which nad been shelled by the Ger- 
man ships, and was In Names. 


The shelling of San 
Carlos has 


created much excitement among tno 
'Jerman residents of this port, who 
lave protested against the action or 
tho war ships.

HARD AT WORK 


REPORTS SHOW MUCH WORK TO 


BE DONE. 


GENERAL TALK ON THE WEED 


All Overthe Country the Present Crop 


of Tobacco is Now Being 


Bought Up. 


There Is very llttle change In the 
aspect of the tobacco raarUet slnci; 
a week ago- 
There are one or two 
more warehouses receiving 
goods 


and working a force of sorters. Some 
of the warehouses that were already 
running, have put a few more hands 
at work so that it is safe to say that 
there are at least 1000 hands era- 
ployed in the tobacco trade In this 
city. 
Receiving Still Going On 
Receiving has been going on at 


the different warehouses for the last 
two weeks and all have enough leaf 
on hand to Keep their forces w ork- 
Ing full blast. 
The dealers are pay- 


Ing from ten to fifteen cents 
a 


hundred more this year than last to 
the sorters and they have an easier 
class of tobacco to handle so that 
It should be a money maker for them 


Pay More for Sorters 
Some of the warehousemen 
say 


that one or two. firms In the city are 
paying their sorters from ten 
to 


fifteen cents a hundred more than 
the established price, but these firms 
claim they are taking especial pains 
with their packings and that the 
bands do not make any more per 
week than those In the other ware- 
houses who are getting less money 
but can handle more leaf. 


Floor Men Organize 
The doormen and packers of the 


local warehouses organized last Sun- 
day and formed a branch of the fed- 
erated trades union. 
The girls as 


yet have not formed an organization 
and arc not likely to. 


Leaf In Good Shape 
The leaf delivered thus far this 


year has been In first class shape and 
very few reductions have been made 
In the contract price of the crops. 
There Is still considerable leaf thai 
Is not stripped but most of it will 
be ready for delivery by the first of 
next week. 


Few Crops Yet Unsold 
There are some crops still in 
the 
hands of the growers that have nol 
been sold-but these arc being grad- 
ually picked up by the buyers. The 
market for old goods still remains 
about the same. 
There Is a moder- 
ate trade in small lots to manufact- 
urers. 


The general Xew York leaf market 
this week showed a healthy activity, 
all classes of cigar leaf being In gooc 
demand. 
Among the grades 
most 


called for 1901 Zlmmer Spanish was 
quite prominent and 100 case lot sales 
were not infreQuent. 
1900 Pennsyl- 


vania broad leaf was another feature 
of the week's business, and the scar 
city of desirable goods of this varie- 
ty helped to emphasize the favor in 
which it Is held. 
In Connecticut 


there was some experimental buying 
In shade grown force sweat leaf. Su 
matra sold in quantities rather small 
er than it has been doing, though the 
aggregate volume of trade was far 
from 
unsatisfactory. 
In Havana 
there were numerous offers for ok 
Remedies, but In view of the untavor 
able reports concerning the new crop 
holders of these goods preferred to 
retain them rather than accept the 
general low prices 
offered. 
The 


scarcity of wrapper leaf has become 
so apparent that nobody any longer 
denies It, and one of the results o 
this condition Is the improved 
de- 


mand for Florida, which now sells 
freely on its own merits, and no long 
er Is obliged to masquerade undo 
the name of foreign tracers.- 


Cannectlcut Valley

E. J. Dimmlck, secretary of tho Na- 
tional Guard association. 


After the president had signed tho 


bill Secretary Root delivered a speech 
of congratulation to the committee on 
the enactment of so excellent a meas- 
ure'. Gen. Dick, the author of the bill 
and the president of the 
National 


Guard association, made a fitting re- 
sponse. 


President Roosevelt then spoke of 


the merits of the bill. He expressed 
the hope that no president ever would 
be confronted by such an emergency 
as would render It necessary for him 
to avail himself of the services of tho 
troops provided for In the bill, but 
congratulated the committee and tho 
country on Its enactment, and said ho 
regarded the citizen soldiery of the na- 
tion as a most Important factor In tho 
protection of the country. The prosl 
«!ont gave the pen with which he had 
f 0=ed the measure to Col. Dimmlck.
